Recently, 16 year-old Eagle Scout Joe Fortunato 
contacted Mayor Richard A. Cohen with an idea. In 
his proposal, Fortunato explained to the Mayor how 
he had received kudos for his own community service 
in the Town of Agawam and said, "There are so many 
other people in town who have done community serv¬ 
ice, that the time has come for these people to be 
rewarded as well. We have coaches, Rotary Clubs, 
PTOs, Historical Societies, many community clubs, 
philanthropy, etc.” 

Fortunato told the Mayor he would like to create a 
committee to hold the town’s first Blue Ribbon 
Community Service Awards Day. He further asked 
if Cohen would be the master of ceremonies for the 
event. 

Fortunato told the Mayor that he would lead a com¬ 
mittee which would effectively find these community 
servants and award ribbons and perhaps a trophy to 
the ultimate community servant. He is hoping his 
committee can put together a festive event that every 
Agawam family can attend. 

Finally, this event will have two purposes: first, it 
will honor those needing to be honored; secondly, it 
will bring community service to the forefront so more 
Agawam citizens can seize the opportunity. 

The Mayor had concerns about Fortunato’s ability 
to find these people, but the Eagle Scout said with 
affection, “I can rout these good people out." Cohen 
accepted the position of master of ceremonies with 
great honor.

Dedication of 
Zoafia’s Garden 
scheduled for

On Wednesday, July 9th, at 10:00 a.m., Zoafia’s 
Garden will be formally dedicated. Family, friends, 
and townspeople are invited to attend. 

The Garden is located directly behind Agawam 
Town Hall, where adequate parking is now available. 

Zoafia Demko was a founding member of the 
Agawam Beautification Committee, and for many 
years served as its chairman. For 32 years, right up to 
the time of her death in 2002, she worked quietly and 
tirelessly to make Agawam a more attractive commu¬ 
nity. 

The Beautification Committee and Agawam town 
officials thought it would be most appropriate if the 
garden be designated “Zoafia’s Garden" in her mem¬ 
ory. 

The garden is the focal point of the landscaping 
beautification phase of a major project made neces¬ 
sary when the old annex buildings were demolished 
to satisfy the need for more parking spaces for the 
Town Hall and the adjacent Middle School. 

The Agawam Beautification Committee was an 
active participant in its design and construction, and 
helped in the funding by utilizing funds contributed to 
the town and designated for beautification projects.

Annual lottery for 
low number plates 
now underway 

More plates than ever before up for grabs 

The Registry of Motor Vehicles is now accepting 
applications for the annual low number plate lottery, 
where motorists can cast their lots for more than 190 
highly sought after license plates. With a record num¬ 
ber of plates available, interest is expected to be high¬ 
er than ever. 

“Massachusetts motorists love their license 
plates," Registrar of Motor Vehicles Kimberly Hinden 
said. “Plate enthusiasts and average drivers alike 
enjoy the attention that a distinctive license plate 
brings, making the lottery one of the Registry’s most 
asked-about events each year.” 

Under Massachusetts law, the Registry must hold 
an annual lottery for all unissued and returned plates 
of four characters or less. 

Drivers who want to enter the lottery must com¬ 
plete an application and mail it to the Registry no later 
than August 22nd. Applications and a list of available 
plates are available at all Registry branches, online at 
www.mass.aov/rmv . or via the Registry’s Fax on 
Demand service at 866-MASSRMV (866-627-7768). 

Applicants can request up to eight plates specifi¬ 
cally, or they can be considered for all plates available 
this year. Winners of the random drawing will be 
announced on September 12, 2003. Registry employ¬ 
ees and their immediate family are ineligible.

hired a crew of counselors to team up and create an 
atmosphere so strong, so fun, so fantastic, that your 
child will be begging you to sign up for all four ses¬ 
sions.

Her job is to run the camp by keeping everything in 
order and to make sure that everyone is having a 
good time.

Fire Wise... 

Outdoor cooking

Everybody loves an outdoor barbecue. However, 
outdoor cooking can also lead to tragedy when care¬ 
lessness causes serious burns. The Agawam Fire 
Department offers the following safety checklist to use 
when cooking outdoors: 

* When lighting a grill, the safest fire starters are 
chemicals in cake form or a charcoal electric starter. 

* Never add fire starter after you have started your 
barbecue. The heat from the coals could ignite the 
stream of liquid and burn back into the can, causing it 
to explode in your hands. To speed a slow fire, tuck 
dry kindling under the charcoal. 

* Make sure the barbecue grill is level and steady, 
and keep a container of water nearby. 

* After cooking, soak the coals in water. Dispose of 
charcoal in a metal container with a tight-fitting lid. 
Many brush fires start because hot coals (thought to 
be cool) were dumped in leaves. 

* All barbecue grills should never be brought inside 
the house, tent, or recreational vehicle, because of 
the danger of carbon monoxide poisoning in sealed or 
confined areas. 

* Keep small children away from the barbecue. 

* A bag of damp or wet charcoal should be imme¬ 
diately disposed of, as it can spontaneously combust.

Nearly identical markers were erected in each town 
Washington stopped at during his journey. Agawam’s 
marker has been missing since the 1970s, presum¬ 
ably stolen. 

President Washington also visited Agawam in 
October, 1789 while traveling from Windsor, 
Connecticut to Springfield for an inspection of the 
Federal Armory there. 

Community Preservation Committee chairman 
Henry Kozloski explained the choice of the commit¬ 
tee's first project: “We wanted to take on a high-visi¬ 
bility project that the entire community could get 
behind. What better way to kick off our committee’s 
efforts than a tribute to our first president." 

The project was proposed by the Agawam 
Historical Commission. CPC member David Cecchi, 
who serves as the chairman of the historical commis¬ 
sion, said, “This is a fantastic project. We’ll be replac¬ 
ing a part of Agawam’s history that’s been missing for 
a generation. Many residents aren’t even aware of 
Washington’s visits. While he never slept here, 
George Washington did travel down our Main Street - 
twice." 

As no records of the original founder or molds 
could be found, Cecchi contacted West Springfield 
Historical Commission chairman F. Bernard Lally, Jr. 
for assistance. The West Springfield marker is intact, 
located on (George Washington) Memorial Avenue in 
front of the Eastern States Exposition’s Brooks 
Building. 

The West Springfield Historical Commission voted 
unanimously to allow Agawam to borrow their marker 
so a mold can be-made, which can then be cus¬ 
tomized to read: “This tablet marks the George 
Washington Memorial Highway at Agawam." 

“We are very grateful for their cooperation and we 
can’t wait to get started,” added Cecchi. 

The modifications and casting are to be done by 
Atlas Founders of Agawam. 

The CPC voted in favor of two plaques being cast: 
one to be mounted on the original stone base at Main 
and Federal Streets; the other to be placed in the 
Agawam Historical & Fire House Museum. 

The committee hopes to have the new tablet 
installed later this fall, and will be sponsoring a writing 
and drawing contest in conjunction with the rededica¬ 
tion ceremony. 

The Community Preservation Act was adopted by 
the voters of Agawam in November 2001 by a 61-per- 
cent majority. The Act raises funds to be used exclu¬ 
sively for open space, affordable housing, and historic 
preservation through a one-percent surcharge 
applied to property taxes in town. 

The Town of Agawam Community Preservation 
Committee is charged with carrying out the mandate 
of the Community Preservation Act. Members of the 
committee are Donna Berthiaume, Owen Broadhurst 
(secretary), David Cecchi, JD Dawson, Dottie 
Drewnowski, Henry Kozloski (chairman), Louis Russo 
(vice-chairman), Tom Tierney, and Rick Sullivan. 

The Community Preservation Committee reviews, 
then presents all proposed projects to the Town 
Council, which must approve all CPA fund expendi¬ 
tures.

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State Representative Keenan announces 
completion of Fiscal Year 2004 budget 


Rep. Daniel Keenan 
testifies on legislation 
expanding Insurance 
Partnership Program 

Representative Daniel F. Keenan (D-Southwick) 
recently testified before the Health Care Committee in 
favor of House Bill 3766, “An Act Improving the 
Insurance Partnership Program." This legislation 
would expand the Insurance Partnership program by 
increasing the number of eligible employees and the 
state to contribution to employers who provide health, 
care coverage for their employees. 

The Insurance Partnership program, administered 
by the Division of Medical Assistance, helps small 
businesses and the self-employed with the costs of 
health care insurance, and allows more than 12,700 
Massachusetts residents to receive private health 
insurance coverage. Presently, employers who have 
no more than 50 full-time workers and offer all their 
employees comprehensive health insurance cover¬ 
age, and also pick up at least half the tab for their pre¬ 
miums, qualify for subsidies. Self-employed residents 
of the state may also qualify for subsidies. Subsidies 
are available for the self-employed and employers for 
each employee who is below 200 percent of the fed¬ 
eral poverty level, which is about $30,000 for a family 
of three. 

“Since the creation of the program ini997, the 
Insurance Partnership has met with only limited suc¬ 
cess,” said Rep-. Keenan. “The income eligibility lev¬ 
els and the amount of the subsidy have not kept pace 
with inflation, and therefore, are not as helpful in 
allowing people to purchase or retain health care cov¬ 
erage.” ; . 

This bill would increase the income eligibility for 
qualifying individuals from 200 percent to 300 percent 
of the federal poverty level, which for a family of three 
would span from $29,260 to $43,890. Reimbursement 
rates for eligible employees and the self-employed 
would rise from $400 to $800 for individual coverage, 
$800 to $1,200 for a couple without a dependent or a 
single parent with a dependent, and $1,000 to $1,500 
for family coverage. 

“Although the Insurance Partnership will not solve 
the state’s health care crisis on its own,” said 
Representative Keenan, “this program is a cost effec¬ 
tive and efficient way to lower the cost of health insur¬ 
ance for working individuals who otherwise would be 
unable to afford it." 

Additionally, Representative Keenan and the 
Insurance Partnership are in the process of setting up 
an outreach presentation for small businesses in the 
area.

The Legislature recently completed the state budg¬ 
et for fiscal year 2004, which begins July 1,2003. The 
Fiscal Year 2004 budget represents an effort by the 
entire legislature to address the ongoing fiscal crisis in 
a responsible and timely manner. This collaborative 
process began with agreement on available revenues 
in early February, continued with a series of joint 
budget hearings throughout the Commonwealth, and 
culminates with the passage of this budget. 

Through negotiation and compromise, the final 
budget plans passed by the House and Senate reflect 
a fundamental recognition of five key principles. 

Responsible Reform - reforms and restructures 
areas within state government that can and should be 
operating more efficiently and cost-effectively. 

No Tax Increases - projected difference between 
revenue and spending in fiscal year 2004 has been 
reconciled more efficiently and cost-effectively. 

Balanced - despite many difficult and painful deci¬ 
sions, the final budget presented to the Governor will 
be balanced. 

Honest and Transparent - many of the decisions 
necessary to reconcile the revenue shortfalls will be 
painful; the budget should not hide the harsh realities 
of our economic and fiscal situation. 

On Time - preparing for the difficulties in fiscal year 
2004 requires a budget that is completed on time. 

In making decisions, the legislature was mindful of 
the scarce financial resources available to the 
Commonwealth and worked together to best meet the 
needs of its citizens. Furthermore, the budget reduces 
the state's reliance on one-time revenues as part of 
the legislature’s multi-year strategy to obtain a struc¬ 
turally balanced budget. ' 

“There should be no doubt that the current fiscal 
crisis forced the legislature to make some very difficult 
decisions,” Representative Keenan said. “Over the 
past several years, the legislature engaged a respon¬ 
sible plan to bring the Commonwealth through these 
very difficult times." 

Although this plan helped to close the gap between 
revenue and spending in 2003, flat revenue and 
steadily increasing health care costs are causing the 
gap to reopen in fiscal year 2004. Reserves are dwin¬ 
dling, and with strong public opposition to tax increas¬ 


es, the legislature and the Governor were left to close 
a budget gap of nearly $3 billion. 

With the Commonwealth facing these fiscally trou¬ 
bling times, the legislature and the administration had 
an opportunity to reform and restructure areas of gov¬ 
ernment that will help the state to operate more effi¬ 
ciently and cost-effectively. Included in this reform is 
the reorganization of the Health and Human Services 
agencies, which offers a more unified approach to 
providing services and promoting greater communica¬ 
tion and coordination between agencies. Also, a num¬ 
ber of initiatives and consolidations to improve public 
safety in the Commonwealth were adopted, such as 
the creation of the Public Health Emergency Council. 
This council will assess the preparedness of agencies 
within the Commonwealth to deal with acts of terror¬ 
ism involving chemical or biological agents. ! he legis¬ 
lature believes that these reforms, along with others, 
will have a positive and long-lasting impact on the way 
state government operates. 

While the current economic climate provided an 
opportunity for far reaching reforms, it also necessi¬ 
tated across the board cuts for programs and servic¬ 
es traditionally provided by state government. The 
legislature struggled in making these cuts, knowing 
that each would have a very real impact on the lives 
of Massachusetts residents. The approach was a bal¬ 
anced one, with vital areas such as local aid, public 
safety, education, and human services all sharing in 
the reductions necessary to balance the FY 04 budg¬ 
et. In making these necessary cuts, the legislature 
was mindful that the economic downturn we are expe¬ 
riencing could last for another year or more. 

Even in this very difficult year, a number of impor¬ 
tant programs were able to be maintained through a 
combination of spending reductions and minimal use 
of the Commonwealth’s reserve accounts. The 
Prescription Advantage program that has provided 
uninsured senior citizens with the means to meet their 
prescription needs, is such a program. 

In spite of the fiscal crisis facing the 
Commonwealth, the legislature was able to close a 
deficit of nearly $3 billion, address the structural deficit 
through government reorganization, preserve impor¬ 
tant programs, and complete the budget on time.

Healthy skin 


Question: How can I keep my skin looking great in 
the summer? I love the healthy tan look, but the sun 
dries out my skin terribly! 

Answer: Looking great is important to all of us, but 
have you really considered what looking great 
means? First, it depends, in part, on the condition of 
your skin. You should first consider some important 
steps you should take to protect the health of your 
skin. 


Your skin, as I have said before, is the largest, most 
versatile organ of the body. It is vital to protecting the 
inner workings of your whole complex being. To 
understand its functions, is the basis for caring for 
your overall look. Consider these four facts: (1) the 
skin acts as a barrier that prevents toxic substances 
from damaging the body’s vulnerable interior; (2) is a 
first line of defense that prevents bacterial, viral, and 
fungal organisms from causing disease; (3) is a “ther¬ 
mostat’’ that regulates body temperature, allowing 
humans to live in various environments; and (4) is an 
organ that senses stimuli through touch and tempera¬ 
ture. The skin also contains sweat glands, oil glands, 
and hair follicles. 


Great looking skin begins in childhood, but requires 
careful attention throughout life to guarantee healthy 
skin as an adult. I know you love the “healthy tan 
look,” but in reality,'a tan is the first sign of skin dam¬ 
age. I always recommend the use of spray tanning or 
tanning creams to achieve that look you like, safely. 
Sun exposure is the skin’s most dangerous enemy. If 
you compare the color and texture of the skin where it 
has been exposed to the sun with an area that has 
been protected, such as the abdomen, you will notice 
a difference. 

The protected skin is smooth and evenly colored, 
whereas the exposed skin may be coarse and'discol¬ 
ored. Sun exposure accumulates- over a lifetime. As 
the years add up so does the, sun damage, causing 
premature aging seen as wrinkling, brown spots, bro¬ 
ken blood vessels, sallowness, roughness, and can¬ 
cer. 

So, to repeat the old song, stay out of the sun 
between 10:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m., apply sunscreen 
on a daily basis, cover exposed skin by wearing a 
broad-brimmed hat or carry an umbrella if you must, 
and always seek the shade. Select a sunscreen that 
provides both UVA and UVB radiation protection. 

UVA causes the skin to tan and age prematurely 
while UVB causes sunburn. For best protection, use a 
broad-spectrum sunscreen containing active ingredi¬ 
ents such as zinc oxide and make it part of your morn¬ 
ing routine. Next week, I will further discuss tips for 
maintaining healthy skin.

The freedom of self control 


Two-hundred and 27 years ago, our forefathers 
embarked upon what has been called “The Great 
American Experiment.” The somewhat novel idea 
behind "The Great American Experiment” was that 
ordinary people are capable of governing themselves. 
Ever since the Declaration of Independence was 
signed on July 4th in 1776, we Americans have treas¬ 
ured our freedom above all else. 

Are we truly free? The answer to that question 
depends upon how one defines freedom. For some 
people, freedom means the ability to do whatever they 
please, whenever they please. That sounds pretty 
good, until we consider the havoc that would quickly 
arise if everybody did whatever they wanted to do 
whenever they wanted to do it. Traffic would dissolve 
into bumper cars. Industry would collapse as workers 
worked only when they felt like it. Simply stated, noth¬ 
ing would work. 

Long before we figured out that freedom does not 
really equate to doing whatever we want to do, when¬ 
ever we want, God told us that behaving that way 
would lead to chaos and unhappiness. The acts of 
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restraint, doing whatever occurs to us at the moment. 

It is also true that we won’t get along with other peo¬ 
ple if we do that, at least not for long. 

Not surprisingly, the Lord has a better idea. The 
Holy Spirit says live as free people, do not use your 
freedom as a cover up for evil. Indeed, the Lord 
goes on to warn us about people who promote licen¬ 
tiousness as a lifestyle. They promise freedom, 
while they themselves are slaves to depravity - for 
a person is a slave to whatever has mastered him. 

The opposite of licentiousness is self control. 
But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
patience, kindness, goodness, faithfulness, gen¬ 
tleness and self control. Against such things there 
is no law. The Bible commends self control as one 
of the fruits of the Spirit. A fruit of the Spirit is a 
character trait that exists in God, which He would also 
like to see existing in us. Simply stated, God wants us 
to exercise self control. 

Some people might think that freedom and self 
control would have little, if anything, in common with 
each other. They are mistaken. The fact is that licen¬ 
tiousness and freedom have little, if anything, to do 
with each other. Voltaire once said, “Your freedom 
ends where my nose begins.” Even secular philoso¬ 
phers agree that people must exercise some restraint, 
or self control. 

Freedom is the foundation of self control. That is 
because people cannot exercise self control if they 
do not have their freedom. People who are living in 
totalitarian systems are not free to exercise self con¬ 
trol. They are being controlled by other people. 

God did not make the rules about licentiousness

the sinful nature are obvious: sexual immorality, 
impurity and debauchery; idolatry and witchcraft; 
hatred, discord, jealousy, fits of rage, selfish 
ambition, dissensions, factions and envy; drunk¬ 
enness, orgies, and the like. I warn you, as I did 
before, that those'who live like this will not inher¬ 
it the kingdom of God. 

The word debauchery is also translated licen¬ 
tiousness in other versions of the Bible. The terms 
mean “to live without restraint” or “to live without 
regard for the normal rules.” Licentiousness also 
pretty much operates at the core of everything else 
described as the acts of the sinful nature. For peo¬ 
ple to engage in the other acts of the sinful nature, 
they must act without some restraint. 

The kingdom of God exists in the eternal realm, 
but it also exists in the present world. The Bible 
describes the kingdom of God as righteousness, 
peace and joy in the Holy Spirit. The Bible says we 
can’t be on good terms with God if we live without 


and self control just for the fun of it. He knows that’s 
what is best for us. The notion that people can or 
should live without restraint has done nothing other 
than cause pain and suffering in people’s lives. For 
example, when God said “You shall not commit 
adultery,” He was trying to protect families from the 
devastation that occurs with adultery. The temporary 
pleasures of sin do not compare with the long-lasting 
pain it causes. 

Just as freedom is the foundation for self control, 
self control is at the same time the foundation for 
freedom. We really cannot have one without the other. 
If we try to be free without exercising self control, the 
best we can hope for is that we’ll be like hang gliders. 
If the wind is just right, they can sail for quite a while. 
Ultimately, however, every hang glider lands, and 
sometimes roughly. 

Fortunately for us, that does not have to be our 
fate. We can choose instead to exercise the freedom 

of self control.

To name a few choices, there 
is tomato sauce, meat sauce, meatballs, meatballs 
and sausage, and aglio and olio.

Avoiding Bankruptcy

OUI law may result in more trials 

Provision counts “old” convictions 

A fairly new law that will force sentencing judges to 
consider aN drunk driving convictions on one’s record 
and not just those dating back 10 years will encour¬ 
age lawyers to take more cases to trial in order to fight 
a conviction that could otherwise linger on a client’s 
record forever. 

The law, signed on August 30, 2002, effectively 
eliminates the 10-year “look back” provision currently 
found under G.L.c.90, sub-section 24, which stated 
that OUI convictions that occurred more than 10 
years ago could not be counted in determining sen¬ 
tencing for multiple offenses. 

But as of November 28, 2002 (90 days after the 
August 30th signing) all prior offense will be fair game 
in considering sentencing for multiple OUI offenses. 
The one exception is that second time offenders, 
whose first conviction was over 10 years ago, can still 
receive the lesser sentence of probation and treat¬ 
ment under G.L.c. 90, sub-section 24D. 

“Effectively, the amendment means that there real¬ 
ly is a 10-year look-back for second offenders [only]," 
according to an attorney who deals with OUI cases 
“but not for third and subsequent offenders." The 
change in the law was introduced to amend what was 
believed to be a "loophole" in the current law and is 
intended to be a deterrent against repeat offenders. 

As a result of this law, many attorneys are predict¬ 
ing that there will be less of an incentive to plea out 
cases, as even the first OUI offense might someday 
come back to haunt their clients.

Pool safety rules... 

If you are a pool owner, chances are that company 
will want to come over this summer and enjoy your 
hospitality. Are you prepared? 

You’ll want to make sure your pump is working, the 
lines are not leaking, and you have enough cleaning 
chemicals on hand. However, are you as well-pre¬ 
pared for the safety issues that must be addressed if 
you allow friends, neighbors, or your children’s friends 
to come over to swim? 

Do not consider the alarm system and fencing in 
and around your pool as foolproof protection of your 
property. They are essential, but they will not ulti¬ 
mately ensure the safety of the swimmers in or near 
your pool. 

Your friends and family need to abide by a strict set 
of pool rules when swimming or playing in your yard: 

* Never leave a child alone in your backyard where 
they have access to a swimming pool (gated or not). 

* Put a life jacket on every child below the age of 
six. All non-swimming children, however old, should 
also wear a life jacket. 

* Always swim with a buddy. This goes for adults as 
well. 

* No diving in any water that’s less than six feet 
deep. 

* Do not allow children to stay under water too long 
while holding their breath. This can lead to blacking 
out and further complications. 

* Never take your eye off underwater swimmers. 

* Limit the number of rafts in a pool. The bottom of 
the pool must be visible at all times. 

* Keep a phone by the pool at all times. 

* Keep a long pole near the pool for rescues. Never 
go into the water to rescue someone if they can be

Pain is a rather subjective experience. It’s hard to 
verbalize pain; it’s something you can't see or touch - 
just feel.

How to avoid the 
summertime safety 

blues (Part I) 

Summer is the most dangerous time of year for 
kids, according to a new study released by the 
National SAFE KIDS Campaign. 

Along with more children engaging in outdoor 
activities during the summer months, comes the 
increased risk of their being seriously injured or even 
killed. More unintentional childhood deaths and 
injuries occur between the summer months of May 
and August - what emergency room staff call "trauma 
season” - than any other time of the year. 

Unintentional injury remains the leading killer of 
children 14 and under. According to the study, this 
summer children will be rushed to emergency depart¬ 
ments nearly three-million times for serious injuries, 
and an estimated 2,550 children will lose their lives 
due to an unintentional injury. 

“No one anticipates that a tragedy will occur during 
this fun-filled time, but summer is when children are 
pushing their abilities to the limits,” said Mandi 
Summers, coordinator, Western Mass. Safe Kids 
Coalition, headquartered at Baystate Medical Center 
Children's Hospital. 

Baystate’s participation in the national SAFE KIDS 
reflects its mission to “improve the health of the peo¬ 
ple in our communities every day with quality and 
compassion” through ongoing education stressing 
prevention. 

“Don’t take a vacation from safety. Close supervi¬ 
sion, proper protective gear, and other simple preven¬ 
tion steps will help your child avoid danger," added 
Summers. 

By putting safety first and following some important 
guidelines, you can help avoid the “summertime 
blues” and spare your family from needless tragedies. 

Backyard Basics 

* Make sure all fences and gates are secure and fix 
broken rails or any protruding parts. 

* Keep garden and other tools out of children's 
reach. 

* Lock up barbecue grills and gasoline containers. 

* If you have a pool or spa, install a four-sided 
fence that is at least five feet high. The fence should 
have a self-closing and self-latching gate. Do not use 
the exterior of the house as one side of the fence. 

* Never leave children alone near or in the pool. 

Getting to Know Your Neighborhood 

* Familiarize yourself with neighborhood play 
areas. Inspect playgrounds for rusted or broken 
equipment and dangerous surfaces such as concrete 
or asphalt. 

* Warn children about unacceptable play areas 
such as garages, construction sites, abandoned 
buildings, railroad tracks, dumpsters, waterfronts, and 
unsupervised swimming areas. 

* Remind children to look left, right, and left again 
for traffic before and while crossing the street, and to 
always cross at crosswalks. Kids under 10 should 
never cross streets alone.

Regression: Is it real??? 

(Part 2) 

NO THIRD SESSION NEEDED 

Having uncovered the causal factor and surround¬ 
ing circumstances, the hypnotherapist felt it would be 
fairly simple through hypnosis to guide the client into 
releasing the past to the past where it would have no 
further effect on the present or the future. However, 
as is not infrequently the case, it was not necessary. 

Simple understanding of the cause - emerging 
from hypnosis with buried knowledge - was in itself 
sufficient to resolve the problem. From that moment 
of understanding, the problem vanished instantly. In 
three years, it has not returned. The third session was 
never needed. 

Age regression has proved invaluable in hyp¬ 
notherapy.‘•Its use in psychotherapy following the 
work of the late internationally recognized psychia¬ 
trist, Milton Erikson, has been expanding steadily. 
Regression, as in the case cited, has proved a superb 
vehicle for rooting out causes. In many cases of 
stress or anxiety, the causing factors are unknown to 
the conscious mind. But the unconscious (vastly larg¬ 
er and more powerful) is the seat of all memory and 
can bring forth from memory information and events 
related or pertinent to the problems at hand. 

Fears and phobias often have hidden, repressed, 
or surpressed causes which can be ferreted out 
through hypnotic age regression. Perhaps the most 
important factor in successful regression is the rap¬ 
port between client and therapist. Hypnotic trips into 
the past can encounter very sensitive and personal 
revelations, and solid trust and comfort between the 
patricipants is essential to the achievement of goals. 

Considerable attention has been given in recent 
years to the phenomenon of “past life regression." 
Unfortunately, a number of individuals (untrained in 
hypnotherapy, psychology,* psychiatry, or related 
fields) present group programs in what they term 
“past life therapy." But the trained professional can 
resolve many problems using this type of therapeutic 
procedure. 

Such professionals usually do not claim that expe¬ 
rience recalled in such regression is necessarily valid, 
noting that regression could call up past fantasies, 
imaging, or dreams. The consensus seems to be, 
however, that whether the recalled experience is real 
or imagined is really not significant if it solves the 
problem, which is often the case. 

Regression of any type presents no particular risks 
in the hands of a competent and trained professional. 
It can offer major advantages in revealing the sources 
of problems, even in cases of habit control (smoking, 
overeating, etc.). It is usually contraindicated in cases 
of major medical disorders.

Delectable white chocolate... 

The “purists” out there may shudder and say, 
“White Chocolate is not really chocolate.” You would 
be correct, but you might not be right to turn this 
dessert down - white chocolate mousse with a Grand 
Marnier sauce. 

To make any mousse, you need to break a few 
eggs. A mousse is a very delicate and seemingly hard 
dessert to make. On the contrary; if you can run a 
mixer, you can make mousse. First, you will need egg 
whites whipped to stiff peaks, and make sure that the 
meringue is sweetened. I use powdered sugar. 

Remember, just a bit of cream of tarter will help set 
the egg whites and allow them to maintain the vol¬ 
ume. There are no measurements here because we 
do not know how many desserts you will need. (After 
all, let's not kid ourselves ... you will probably eat a 
couple while you make this dessert.) 

You need to buy some high-quality white choco¬ 
late, so see The Chocolate Works in East 
Longmeadow. Gently melt your chocolate in a double 
boiler. Now, fold into the meringue. Into this, you need 
to fold in sweetened whipped cream. You now have a 
mousse! 

Spoon your mixture into serving flutes. Alternate 
with a drizzle of Grand Marnier. Decorate with a 
Mandarin orange segment. This is a most “decadent” 
dessert, yet it is so easy to make and it will impress. 

Here’s another treat for your sweet tooth - white 
cake cut irito layers, then kissed with a brushing of 
raspberry jam on each layer. You need to heat the jam 
and then just brush over the layers. To top this off, use 
a frosting with a true white chocolate butter cream. 
That one will get their attention! 

While we do call it white chocolate, it is not truly 
chocolate because you need to have real chocolate 
liquor in the mix to make it chocolate. White chocolate 
is a confection that contains cocoa butter but no 
liquor. 

For me, I want real dark chocolate, but for many 
people this confection is just heaven. White chocolate 
can be melted so that fruit (like strawberries or cher¬ 
ries) can be dipped into it for a luscious coating. 

Therefore, cook with more chocolate and make 
every day just a little bit sweeter. 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude" - it is not 
what you’re eating that’s most important... it is whom 
you’re dining with!

Granger Principal Phyllis Lewis strongly supported 
the idea and, as a result, students in three elementary 
classrooms at Granger wrote letters to the firefighters 
far away from home. The students were excited to be 
photographed with Murphy and several'other firefight¬ 
ers, as well as their teachers and Mrs. Lewis. 

“I wanted to let people know that we have three 
firefighters in the service for our country," said 
Murphy. "They deserve recognition for the hard work 
they are doing.” 

The three people from the Agawam Fire 
Department presently serving in the military include 
Specialist Alan Sirois, firefighter/paramedica, serving 
in the United States Army in Iraq. This is the second 
time Sirois has been deployed in the past two years.

Murphy also will make several copies of each of 
the students’ letters and she will post them at each 
fire station after the letters have been sent to the three 
firefighters.

Keep the game simple... 

This really is the golden rule in competitive play - 
don’t try extra hard hoping for one of your best 
rounds, and don't be tempted to go for shots that nor¬ 
mally you would not expect to pull off. 

Off the tee, your main priority is to hit the ball onto 
the fairway - winning golf is seldom played from the 
rough. If you do go into the rough or a hazard, make 
certain of getting back onto the short grass as quick¬ 
ly as possible and avoid the temptation to take risky 
shortcuts out of desperation. Take your medicine, 
accept the penalty of dropping a shot and play for a 
bogey - it is surprising how often you can escape by 
sinking a long putt. 

When hitting your approach shots, unless you are 
very confident or the situation is desperate, ignore the 
flag and play for the middle of the green. If success¬ 
ful, you should never be too far from the hole. 
Remember that sensible golf is winning golf - heroics 
are best left to the golfing superstars and should only 
be attempted as a last resort. 

Take pleasure out of playing to your own game 
plan and watch how quickly scores improve.
